2. Between 9 a.m, and noo n on 13 November, ther e was no flying at Parchim airfield. 
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The weather was hazy. | ]the MiG-l^e which were parked at the 

field had a red ring around their air intake apertures. There was intensive fly- 
ing at the field. Eight sedans, 20 trucks, and 8 tank trucks were counted on the 
landing field. While the tank trucks were parked at the side of the aircraft, 
the noise of fuel pumps was heard. About 30 officers and 60 to 70 Soviet Air 
Force soldiers, some of whom wore flying suites, were observed at the field. (2) 

Construction was under way on the airfield buildings south of Damme rweg. There 
were also eight houses, each of about four apartments, which were taken over by 
the Soviets and occupied by Soviet Air Force troops.
